1 /76-Adm.I., dated the 15th April, 1976 read with the Re- 
solution of the same Number dated the 26th June, 1976, re- 
garding setting up of a Committee to go into the functional 
and organizational aspects of the Central Water and Power 
Research Station, Poona : 


2. Fitnctiona 

It will be understood that the decision to set up an Advisory 
Committee will not in any way prejudice the functions of the 
respective Boards of Governors of the Regional Engineering 
Colleges with regard to their institutions. 

In pursuance of the recommendations of the All India Coun- 
cil for Technical Education the Advisory Committee shall per- 
form the following functions : — 

(i) To co-ordinate the functions of all the Regional En- 
gineering Colleges. 

(ii) To advise on matters relating to the duration of the 
Courses, admission standards and other academic 
matters within tho framework of the general regula- 
tions of the concerned affiliating Universities.

RESOLUTION 

Constitution of an Advisory Committee for the Regional 
Engineering Colleges 

No. F. 37-15/76T4. — During the Second Five Year Plan, 
the Engineering Personnel Committee of the Planning Com- 
mission had suggested the targets for the engineering man- 
power necessary for the implementation of the industrial pro- 
jects and developmental plans during the successive Five Year 
Plans. The Scientific Manpower Committee of the Cabinet- 
in pursuance of these estimates of engineering manpower de- 
cided, Inter alia, to establish 15 Regional Enginering Colleges, 
larger in size than the State Colleges and with adequate faci- 
lities built-in for the objective of well-trained manpower to be 
made available for industrial development. These 15 Regional 
Engineering Colleges were to be started as a joint venture bet- 
ween the Central Government and the State Government con- 
cerned, with the students and the teachers being recruited from 
all over the country to enable the Institutions to have an all- 
India character. 

These Institutions were established between the period 1959 
to 1964, each as an autonomous Institutions, at Warangal 
(Andhra Pradesh), Surathkal (Karnataka), Nagpur (Maha- 
rashtra), Bhopal (Madhya Pradesh), Durgapur (West Ben- 
gal), Jamshedpur (Bihar), Srinagar (Jammu & Kashmir), 
Allahabad (Uttar Pradesh), Surat (Gujarat), Calicut (Kerala) 
Rourkela (Orissa), Jaipur (Rajasthan), Kurukshetra (Har- 
yana), Tirnchirapalli (Tamil Nadu), and Silchar (Assam) 
(The fifteenth College at Silchar is in the process of establish- 
ment) . 


In 1972, the Central Government appointed a Review Com- 
mittee to evaluate the progress of development of these Insti- 
tutions and to give directions for their further development. 
The All India Council for Technical Education in 1974, while 
considering the recommendations made in the Report of the 
Review Committee submitted at that time, resolved that the 
Central Government may constitute an Advisory Committee 
to advise the Union Education Minister and to lay down guide- 
lines on all policy matters concerning these Regional Engineer- 
ing Colleges, 


(iii) To lay down policy regarding cadres, methods of re- 
cruitment and conditions of service of employees, in- 
stitution of scholarships and freeships, levying of fees 
and other mutters of common interest. 

(iv) To examine the development plans of each Regional 
Engineering College and to approve such of them as 
are considered necessary and also to indicate broadly 
the financial implications of such approved plans. 

(v) To examine the annual budget estimates of each Re- 
gional Engineering College and to recommend to the 
Central and State Government the allocation of funds 
for the purpose. 

( vi) To perform such other functions as may be assigned 
to it by the Central Government on the advice of the 
All India Council for Technical Education from time 
to time. 

3. Constitution 

The composition of the Advisory Committee representing 
(he main interests of the Regional Engineering Colleges as 
mentioned below has been accepted : 

Chairman 

(1) Union Education Minister 

Members 

(2) Chairman of the University Grants Commission 

(3) Chairman of one Regional Engineering College 
to (6) Society (which have changed the constitution of the 

Board of Governors in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of All India Council for Technical Edu- 
cation) in each region by rotation. 

(7) One Principal of a Regional Engineering College 
to (10) (which have changed the constitution of the Board 
of Governors) from each region, so selected by 
rotation that the Chairman of Board of Governors of’ 
the same College is not concurrently a Member of 
the Committee. 

(11) One Professor of Regional Engineering College 
to (14) (which have changed the constitution of the Board 
of Governors) from each region, so selected by 
rotation that neither the Chairman, Board of Gover- 
nors, nor the Principal of his College is concurrently 
a Member of the Committee. 

(15) A representative of the Ministry of Education & Social 
Welfare, Government of India. 

116) Financial Adviser, Ministry of Education & Social 
Welfare, Government of India. 

(17) A nominee of the AICTE. 

(18) One of the Directors of HTs nominated by the 
Chairman ITT Council. 
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(19) A nominee of the Department of Science and Tech- 
nology, Government of India.

4. Term of office 

The term of office of non-official members who are at first 
nominated to the Advisory Committee shall be three years rec- 
koned from the first day of the first meeting of the Advisory 
Committee and the term of office of other non-official members 
subsequently nominated shall be for the remaining period of 
the term of three years reckoned from the first day of the first 
meeting of the Committee. The official members of the Com- 
mittee will continue until they are replaced by their respective 


sponsoring organisations. All casual vacancies among the 
members (other than ex-officio members) shall be filled by 
the respective sponsoring authorities for the remaining period 
of the particular term of the Committee. 

5. No proceedings of the Committee shall be invalidated 
merely by reason of the existence of a vacancy or vacancies 
among the members. 

6. The Advisory Committee will be attached to the Tech- 
nical Education Bureau of the Department of Education of the 
Ministry of Education and Social Welfare. 

7. Names of the members of the Committee under para- 
graph 3 will be announced in due course. 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated' to 
till the State Governments, all the Ministries of the Govern- 
ment of India and all the Regional Engineering Colleges. 

2. Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for information.
